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The National Transportation Act Review 
Commission (NTARC) was established in 
January 1992. Its mandate is: 


+ to assess the impact of the National 
Transportation Act (NTA, 1987) over the 
first five years that it has been in effect, 
and of related economic regulatory 
reforms affecting transportation; 


+ to evaluate the state of competition in 
Canada’s transportation sector; and 


+ to determine if the legislation is equipped 
to deal with present and future challenges. 


Consultations - Public Input 


+ The Commission undertook an extensive 
process of consultation. It met with 
shippers, carriers, trade associations, 
governments and public interest groups. 


& 161 submissions were received. 
+ 41 organizations provided informational 
briefings.

National Transportation Act, 1987 


The essential features of the NTA, 1987 
involved new freedoms for users and 
suppliers: freedom to contract privately 
with a carrier and freedom to enter into a 
business market. 


Prior to the regulatory reforms of 1987, 
Canadian carriers were protected in 
varying degrees from competition. By 
removing the protection accorded the 
carriers, the NTA, 1987 has allowed 
consumer choice to shape the industry’s 
prices and services. 


Issues Examined 


+ Competitive railway access in 
the regions; 
+ - NTA’s impact on regional air 


services, and special economic 
regulations related to northern 
and remote air services; 


+ the effectiveness of trucking 
legislation on shippers and 
carriers; 

+ the need for changes to certain 


shipping conference practices; 


+ the effects of NTA on 
environment, safety and labour- 
management relations; and 


+ the role of governments, as their 
decisions continue to influence 
levels of competitiveness. 
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The Commission stresses that factors 
which inhibit the movement of goods 
and people within the country or 
between Canada and its neighbours 
should be subject to intense scrutiny.
